virtual. 


:i. While tolerenfc of all creeds, i 


holds that subjection to and support o 
any ecclesinstical power, not _createc 
;ind controlled by American citizens 
mid which chums equal if not greate 
Rovcreignity than the government o 
the United 
States, is irreconcilable 


with American, citizenship.__It is, there 
fore, opposed to offices in national, stat 
nr municipal government by any sub

4. We uphold the Constitution of th 


United .States of America, andnopor-

MUNCIE, Ind., May 7.—Sunday atter- 
oon at 4 o'clock William N. Whitely's 
eaper and mower works wereMiscov- 
red on fire, and in less than one hour 
liis magnificent factory was a mass of 
moldering ruins. _ It was one of the 
argest factories in eastern Indiana, 
nd the loss will be keenly felt. Mr. 
Vhitely moved his factor}' to Muncie 
wo years ago from Springfield, 0., and 
as since kept from three hundred to 
ix hundred men in employment. 
The largest loss was the burning of 
he patterns which were the accumula- 
ion of a lifetime. A conservative esti- 
mate of the loss places it at $240,000, 
vithout a cent of insurance. The fac- 
ory was formerly insured, but the in- 
urance companies placed the rate so 
ligh that it was dropped. The fire 
iriginated from a stove situated in the 
,outh wing, where machines were bc- 
ng dried. 


Mr. Whitely arrived home Sunday 


evening from Chicago while the fire 
was the fiercest. To a correspondent 
le.stated that the factory would prob- 
libly be rebuilt immediately and much 
more extensively. 


The loss will not place Mr. Whitely 


in a state of financial embarrassment, 
as he lately won suits from the MeCor- 
mick and other reaper companies and 
will receive about $800,000. A large 
majority of the people employed came 
lo Muncie from Springfield.

On the low- 
grade goods the specific duty is prohib- 
itive; on the high grade it is insignifi- 
cant It discriminates in favor of the 
rich and against the poor. 


But the conclusive objection to spe- 


cific duties is that they deprive the 
consumers of all the benefits of cheap- 
ened production. With the march of 
invention iiud improvements the con 
stant tendency of manufacture is to 
produce goods at smaller cost.

If 
the bill had been i-eportcd at the time 
first set the scandalous spectacle of 
secret logrolling by a few senators to 
retain JlcKinley bounties for favored 
constituents would have been avoided.

DATE OF THE EXODU& 


1* Weald Seem to I.l« Somewhere Be- 


tween 1430 mnd 13OO B. G. 


Although the monuments and papyri 


giVo us no direct information upon the 
subject of the exodus, they do indirect- 
ly 'indicate a certain period within 
which it must have taken place, says a 
writer in Scribner'sMagazine. Thoth- ' 
mes III., who'was the most powerful 
king of that dynasty (the eighteenth) 
which finally drove the Hyksos in- 
vaders out of Egypt and reunitcfl the 
whole country under one scepter, ex- 
tended his conquests as far as Mes- 
opotamia, overrunning Palestine on 
his way. 
He left lists of the con- 


quered nations, but does not mention 
the Israelites among them. Barneses 
II. oi the nineteenth dynasty, tho 
supposed 
oppressor, 
who 
reigned 


about 
two hundred 
years 
later, 


also 
subdued 
Palestine 
and 
left 


lists 
of 
the 
conquered 
peoplas, 


but he, 
again, does not 
mention 


the Israelites among' them. 
What 


is, perhaps, still more important is 
£hat, while tho Israelites have left rec- 
ords of invasions by Mesopotamians, 
Moabites, Cauaanitcs, Midicinites and 
Philistines, they do not mention auy in- 
rasion by the Egyptians, ami the con- 
clusion is that the Israelites were not 
settled on the west side of Jordan till 
after the wars waged by Rameses It. 
at the commencement of his reign, 
which began not earlier than 1388 B. G., 
or, as some now say, 1200 B. C. It has 
been attempted to explain, this diffi- 
culty away by suggesting that Barneses 
II. kept close to the >seacoast on his 
march through Palestine and did not 
strike inland till he was some distance 
to the north of the Israelites, but it is 
inconceivable that he should not have 
secured his long lino of communica- 
tions by estabUphing posts so far in- 
land that they must have been brought 
into contact with the Hebrews it tho 
latter had at that time been settled, in 
their own country. The earliest date, 
therefore, at which the Egyptian his- 
tory will permit the exodus to have 
taken place, even when full allowance 
ia made for the time spent by the Jews 
in the wilderness and in conquering 
Palestine, would seem to be about 1430 
B. C., while, if the shorter chronology 
be adopted, it could not have been 
much earlier than 1300 B. <i
